Washington, July 7.—PaclfU ( oast 
senators and representatives who have 
been giving special attention to a bill 
for the exclusion of Chinese have per­ 
fected a measure which will be intro­ 
duced in both house a in a few days. It 
is much more comprehensive than any 
bills that have been presented here­ 
tofore on the subject, most of which 
simply provide for excluding Chinese 
or re-enacting the Geary law. The bill 
under consideration contains 45 pa­ 
ges. 
It dues not limit itself to any 
term of years, as did the Geary act. 
but if passed in its present form would 
be perpetual unb-ss repealed. 
The bill declares that all Chinese, 
other than citizens of the 
United 
States or those who are secured in 
coming to and residing in the United 
States und< r the present treaty with 
China, shad be refused admission and 
returned to tho country whence they 
came at the expense of the transpor­ 
tation company bringing them. 
The 
transportation 
companies 
bringing 
Chinese to the United States shall de­ 
tain them until their right of admis­ 
sion shall be ascertained. 
Penalties 
are provided for not complying with 
the provisions of act, $1,000 and one 
year** Imprisonment being the mini­ 
mum with a liability to forfeiture of 
vessels violating any of the provisions 
of the law. The only Chinese persons 
permitted to enter the United States 
under the act are those who have be­ 
come citizens by birth and naturaliza­ 
tion, and officials of the Chinese gov­ 
ernment. 
teachers, 
students, 
mer­ 
chants. travelers for pleasure or curi­ 
osity. returning laborers who must 
have certificates, or domiciled mer­ 
chants. Chinese coming as above enu­ 
merated must have certificates with a 
photograph attached. 
The secretary 
j of the treasury is to ask the Chinese 
* government for the list of names of 
all offi< isis other than diplomatic and 
t consular officers who desire to visit 
the United Stater. 
The words “United States” wher­ 
ever us* d in this a et. it is provided, 
shall be deemed to mean "the lands 
and water 
included in the United 
States and its territories, the District 
of Columbia, Hawaii. Porto Rico, the 
Philippines and any and all other ter­ 
ritory or possessions now owned or 
hereafter 
acquired 
by 
the 
United 
States.’* 
Provision is made for the 
registration of ail Chinese now in the 
United States, to be completed within 
I six months after the passage of the 
act. 
All registered Chinese shall have 
a certificate with photograph attached 
and those without certificates at the 
I end of six months shall be deported.

IH E HAYNES MURDER 


Coming Ti tai Attracts Much Atten­ 
tion In Hendricks Courty. 
Danville, Ind.. Jan. i.—The January 
term of the Hendricks county circuit 
court began yesterday and the most 
important case awaiting trial is that 
of four men indicted for killing Wil­ 
son Haynes at Coatesville. 
Indict­ 
ments were returned against Charles 
Hampton, Fred Casady, Frank Stew­ 
art and Obe Hampton, and they were 
committed without bail. 
Casady is a 
farmer with a family; the others are 
single. 
Charles Hampton was a clerk 
in O'Brien’s drug store. 
Little is known as to either the pros­ 
ecution or defense, but it is alleged 
that the prosecution assumes that the 
fatal blow was struck by one of the 
accused, and that the others were ac­ 
cessories thereto. 
It is the theory of 
the state that 
Haynes was struck 
while in the rear of O’Brien’s drug 
store, and that he remained there un­ 
til he was carried to the shed where 
his body was found. 
The defense 
stoutly maintain their innocence, and 
it is said that they will endeavor to 
*ow that Haynes, while badly intox- 
L *«ed, attempted to get his horse and 
buggy out of the shed, and that he 
climbed on the run-board alongside 
the pile of lumber and fell off frac­ 
turing his skull. 
This, together with 
the fact that he lay for hours exposed 
to the cold, 
is responsible for his 
death.

Commonly hoarfrost is described ne 
being frozen moisture, but this is not 
tin ad eq uate description cf an agent 
th a t has the pow er of adorning In a 
few hours such prosaic objects as g ate­ 
posts and dustbins with a1! the tra p ­ 
pings of fairyland. 
Moisture is indeed 
th e fabric out of which all this feath­ 
ery w hiteness is built up; but, although 
it seems som etimes as if it is disturbed 
in a very capricious manner, there are 
nevertheless certain definite circum ­ 
stances which cause tho hoarfrost to 
Sdtle dow n ou some surfaces rath er 
than others. 
On any cold and frosty 
morning it will usually lie found th a t 
those surfaces th at ore the best radi­ 
ators of heat are also these th a t are 
the most successful in collecting hoar­ 
frost. 
it is not alw ays realized, how ­ 
ever, th at all objects are continually 
radiating beat, so that, no m atter how 
much they may receive from the sun. 
they are constantly trying to get rid 
of it. 
A fern leaf or a stone may perhaps 
receive generous supplies of heat d u r­ 
ing the day, but as soon as night comes 
it hurries to spend or radiate it, and 
the object th a t is quickest at this w ork 
will soon become covered In hoarfrost. 
Every one has observed how the mois­ 
ture from the air will settle on the out­ 
side of a glass of cold w ater brought 
suddenly into a w arm room. 
A sim ­ 
ilar process takes, place in the open 
air, so th a t as the currents of moist air 
travel across surfaces th a t are very 
co'd they pay tribute in drops of v a­ 
por, which in w arm w eather take th e 
form of dew and in cold of hoarfrost. 
Moisture therefore plays a very im por­ 
ta n t p art in the development of these 
hoarfrost pictures. But there m ust not 
be t© > m uch of it. 
Some of the most 
delicate designs occur during the prev­ 
alence of mist and haze, and in tow ns 
especially it is no uncommon thing for 
a choking brum ous fog to Ive in some 
degree compensated for by a subse­ 
quent display of copious hoarfrost,—
